end of ten strange rounds of fighting 
that began in a trickle of rain and 

wound up in a downpour. 

More than 132,000 frantic citizens 
stood in thé rain, open mouthed, and 
only able to utter weird squawks as 
Dempsey tottered to his corner at the 
last bell, with his left eye sealed shut 
and the entire left side of his face” 
bulging like some horrible growth, t@ 
plunge into the arms of his handlers 


“Tunney Also Dazed. 

Tunney, unmarked and with ‘the, 
same rather pained smile on his facw 
that he r@ whéh«he entered the 
ring, turned his people in his cor- 
ner, dazed almost as y as Demp- 
sey by the unexpected ease with which 
he had beaten the fellow who held 


the man ‘killer. 

Tunney won the championship on 
the decision of the two judges, Frank 
Brown of Pittsburgh and Mike Bern- 
stein of Wilkesbarre. The referee was 
Tommy Reilly of Philadelphia. 

It wasn't a man killer that Gene 
Tunney fought, but a timid, pawing 
second rater. | 

The Dempsey who used to tear out 
of his corner the clang of the first 
bell as if some one had set fire to his 
trunks came out with his guard up, 
and, to the amazement of the greatest 
throng that ever saw a prize figh«, 
leaped into a clinch with his arms at 
Tunney’s waist. 

Tunney, the instinctive counter 
fighter, shrunk back into the anglé of 
his corner as Dempsey walked at him, 
not the headlong Dempsey who flung 
himself at Luis Firpo, but a mincing 
Dempsey, who crossed the ring with 
something of William T. Tilden’s gait 
in his stride and didn’t even offer 
punch when he got there. 

Tunney Sends Right to Jaw. 

Inasmuch as Dempsey hadn't hit 
him on the:way in, Tunney grabbed 


that he could hafidle this dark browed 
fellow with the guazy little patches of 
bandage glued to his eyebrows like 
horns. So Tunney parted. Dempsey’s 
arms, and as they stepped away he 
flipped in a right for the jaw when 
that went straight to the mark with a 
soggy sound as Dempsey’s jaws 
chopped together. A tremor ran along 
Dempsey’s frame as the right fist 
drove home, but he pulled up and 
tossed a right to the jaw himeelf... 
Other Well Known Ones... 

It was not the sort of punch. how- 
ever, that you expected from a Demp- 
sey. It was a sort of right hand slap 
that you'd look for in a fight between 
Joe Stroessel and Sailor Maxted, an in- 
competent, drifting clout, Withoct 
force enough to. trouble: 
weight. Then Jack Dempeey leaped in 
with a left hook to the jaw, tie left 
hook that drove clear up to the wrist 
in the flabby middle of Louis Firpo 
and dropped him, sucking and moaning 
for breath, in the ring: at the Pole 
grounds that wild night three. years 
ago. The left hook clipped Tunmey on 
the chin and he didn’t even spin. And 
then Gene Tunney realized that: al- 


self he certainly had nothing to fear 
from Jack ‘Dempsey.

arm as big as an ordinary man’s calf. 
He jogged around the ring and later 
he reeled, with his face lowered and 
his forearms raised, trying to defend 


himself, instead of attacking. It’s true. 


that Dempsey kept on coming to Tun- 
ney until the very last, but that was 
only because he never learned to make 
_the other fellow come to him. He 
wasn't .attacking, because when he 
came close he didn’t even try to punch.

No Entry Is Shown. 

Deposit slips of the Midland Na- 
tional on Oct. 13 failed to show any 
entry of the amount of the King check. 
The day's total of deposit slips was 
$53,998.64, but this was $59,892.87 less 
than the total amount of deposits 
shown on the day’s ledger sheet. No 
explanation. 

The Oct. 14 deposit slips also failed 
to show entry of the amount of the 
King check, but the total of the slips, 
that day, tallied perfectly with the 


Meanwhile it was found that “the 
day book” sheet, a sheet bearing /en- 
tries of all deposits by out of town 
checks, was missing for the date of 
Oct. 13, a week day. The Oct. 14 
“day book” sheet was also missing. 
They were the only sheets missing for 
the year 1921. No explanation. 

About 1,900 ledger accounts were ex- 
amined. These sheets contained all 
but three of the active accounts at 
the Midland National in October, 1921. 
The missing accounts’ were those of 
Harry Daugherty, Mal S. Daugherty, 
and Jess Smith. The 1,900 other ac- 
counts showed that none of them had 
been credited.with as much as $22,- 
163.81 on either .13 or 14. Further, 
no explanation was offered as to why 
the King check, indorsed by the bank 
as such, was not indorsed by who- 
ever cashed the check, save that this 
detail was “ frequently overlooked.” 

Defense Makes Points. 


On cross-examination Max D. Steuer,

Gate Receipts for Title 
Battle Hit $2,000,000 Mark 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service. } 
Sesquicentennial Stadium, Philade!- 
phia, Pa., Sept. 23.—With the stadium 
capacity increased to 132,000 cash cus- 
tomers by the final crowding of emer- 
gency seats into every available vacant 
nook of th€ vast sesqui arenA& for the 
Dempsey-Tunney battle, gate receipts 
topped previous estimates of Promoter 
Tex Rickard, and approximated the 
$2,000,000 mark. The final plat of seats 
called for sales of $2,025,000. Until 
the official check and announcement 
it was not possible to state whether 
that limit was reached. 

On the basis of $2,000,000 this gate 
topped the Dempsey-Carpentier affair, 
which previously held the record by 
nearly $400,000, and at that exhibi- 
tion of fisticuffing, the top price was 
$50 instead of $25 plus tax. 

What Fighters Receive. 

Dempsey, ‘for his brief appearance 
in the ring, »received qa guarantee of 


"$450,000 and a percentage of the re- 


ceipts above $1,000,000. Tunney re- 
ceived only a pittance of $200,000 for 
winning the championship. With a 
$2,000,000 gross ticket sale, Uncle 
Sam's treasury, presided over by An- 
drew Mellon, who was among those 
present, but not to count the money, 
Was enriched nearly $200,000, after

Affowing $100,000 for the prelimi- 
nary operation and promotion  ex- 
penses, the figures stand in the black

Break Bottle 
Neck in Gary 


BY J. L. JENKINS. 

Chicago motorists who have spent 
agonized hours working their way 
through the Dunes highway bottle 
neck at Miller, Ind., the resort suburk 
of Gary, may hope for early improve- 
ment in the traffic situation there, ac- 
cording to reports received yesterday 
from the Chicago Regional Planning 
association, 


The Dunes highway cross the B. & O. tracks 
at grade in Miller and swings around over 
narrow, rutted pavement to reach the con- 
crete leading to Michigan City. At the con- 


gested point hundreds of motorists have 
complained that a loca] traffic policeman fa- 
vors the resort traffic entering the Dunes 
road proper. holding up through traffic to 
and from Michigan City and causing end- 
less congestion. and. delay. Last Sunday 
night Dunes highway traffic was halted for 
intervals of ten to twenty minutes at this 
intersection and drivers spent more than an 
hour covering the mile and a half entering 
the village. 


The real solution for this bottle neck, ac- 
cording to the: Chicago association, is a 


highway traffic directly through the town 
without interference from opposing roads. 
An agreement was reached some time ago 
by the city of Gary, the railroad, and the 
state highway department to build this un- 
derpass, but subsequent questions delayed 
the work. Another agreement is reported 
reached, with the state ready to pave the 
road as soon as the underpass is completed 
and filling and grading done. It is hoped 
that the improvement will be started this 
winter and will be ready for traffic early 
next year.
